1. Claims 1-21 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-2, 5, 7, 9, 10, 15-19 as drawn to an isolated polynucleotide 
comprising a nucleotide sequence encoding the polypeptide of SEQ ID 
NO:1 or comprising the nucleotide sequence set forth in SEQ ID NO:2, 
classified in class 514, subclass 23.1. 

II. Claims 3,4, as drawn to a recombinant polypeptide or oncogenic protein 
comprising the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:1, classified in class 
536, subclass 23.1. 

III. Claims 11-14, as drawn to an antibody generated using a recombinant 
protein comprising the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:1 , and as 
drawn to kits comprising the antibody, classified in class XXX, subclass X. 

IV. Claims 20-21 , as drawn to a short interfering RNA capable of inhibiting 
expression of target mRNA in a cervical cancer cell, classified in class 
XXX, subclass X. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other, because of the following 
reasons: 

The inventions of groups I - IV are materially distinct products with different 
structures and functions. Searching the inventions of any of groups l-IV together would 

pose an undue search burden.

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4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and/or 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
